But Andreas did not return alone to 


Greece. With him went eight other Greek- 
American economists, most of them from 
American universities. Instead of being 
able to improve the Greek economy, they 
were pulled into the maelstrom of Greek 
politics. It is still not clear exactly whether 
Andreas was doing his father's bidding in 
trying to purge the army of conservatives 
or whether it was the other way around. 
But it was the final straw which turned

We were offered and 
accepted highly paid posts of political 
patronage when we could have done a lot 
more good elsewhere — in technical 
positions for which we were trained. We 
came back with the idea of helping Greece 
. . . but we stayed away too long. Andy for 
over twenty years . . . Once we were back 
we tried to move too fast and we were 
completely caught up in Greek politics 
which are pretty dirty . . . Andy himself is 
not even a leftist, let alone a Communist. 
His books are full of typical conservative 
American economic theory. But he got into 
a situation where the only way open to him 
was to the Left . . . We were all confused 
psychologically 
Some of us. instead of 


saying 'I'm proud I was an American and 
to hell with you if you don't like it,' tried 
to prove that we were just as good Greeks 
as the rest of them . . . I came back here 
for a visit. I returned because I could not 
forget the Greek sea. Now I cannot forget 
the home I had by another sea." 


There is an amount of tragedy in this 


"you can't go home again" realization. But 
the nagging question still remains as to 
whether Andreas Papendreou has acceded 
to the leftish political climate in Greece to 
lead the people to better things or whether 
he merely has had an enticing taste of 
power. Another Greek had himself bound 
so as to resist the songs of the sirens.

The 
central 
fact 
of 
the 


British economy today is that 
devaluation of the pound is 
universally regarded not as a 
brilliant financial stroke but as 
a confession of economic fail- 
ure. For that reason, devalua- 
tion will be accepted only as a 
matter 
of painful 
necessity 


and when no other policy is 
open. 


It is the British view that 


the pound must be lowered in 
value by at least 15 per cent to 
give British exports even a 
temporary advantage in world 
trade. The accepted figure, in 
fact, is much closer to 25 per 
cent or 30 per cent. But the 
moment 
the 
reduction 
be- 


comes this large, other coun- 
tries will follow the British 
example and will devalue their 
own currencies. Britain will 
experience all the pains and 
penalties of devaluation with- 
out gaining any major benefits 
or else gaining them for only a 
brief time. 


But 
the 
British 
experts, 


surveying the present course 
of world trade and the pattern 
of international investment, do 
not believe that devaluation 
would now follow this classic 
model. They see devaluation 
resulting in a general shaking 
down of the major currencies 
to lower values with a wide- 
spread weakening of confi- 
dence. In this confused and 
uncertain situation, the dollar 
would be exposed to serious 
new strains. The crisis would 
be contagious and would reach 
the American economy. 


If the British analysis is 


correct, 
the 
United States 


would first try to protect itself 
by various restrictive devices. 
It would reduce imports, cut 
down overseas 
investments, 


restrain tourist travel, elimin- 
ate many defense expenditures 
abroad. But these measures 


begin. 


Confronted with these haz- 


ards, policy makers in Wash- 
ington, despite their earlier 
statements, would have to face 
the grim issue of devaluing the 
dollar. British officials are 
ready to stake their reputa- 
tions as economists that in 
such circumstances the Amer- 
ican government would reluc- 
tantly but inevitably adopt a 
policy of devaluation. 
FIRST LINE OF DEFENSE 


In short, the pound is the 


first line of defense for the 
dollar; and that is the most 
realistic way of looking at 
today's international financial 
problems. 


Let 
us 
concede, without 


argument, 
that there is a 


measure of self-interest in this 
British thesis. It is clearly in 
Britain's interest to link the 
pound and the dollar together 
so closely. After making ail 
deductions, however, 
enough 


remains of the British argu- 
ment to point to its enduring 
validity. 


The Treasury Department in 


Washington, under Mr. Henry 
Fowler, assisted by George 
Ball of the State Department, 
has clearly 
recognized 
this 


essential relationship. With the 
powerful backing of Mr. Mar- 
tin of the Federal 
Reserve 


System and the 
President's 


Council of Economic Advisers, 
the United States has rallied 
to the support of the pound 
and has organized internation- 
al help for it. 


No matter what President 


de Gaulle may say about it. 
this American policy is not 
based on a sentimental and 
mushy relationship with the 
British people. Nor is it an act 
of philanthropy. It is a hard- 
headed assertion of America's 
own 
self-interest, 
and 
this 


economic prudence is no worse 
for being touched with far- 
sighted sagacity. More help 
may yet be needed from the 
United 
States. 
It 
will 
be 


granted more easily if there is 
a general public recognition 
that 
the United States is 


strengthening the dollar in the 
very act of helping to stabilize 
the pound.

Mr. Bliven's book, the stan- 
dard keyboard, which "makes 
practically no sense at all." It 
was arbitrarily arranged by 
the typewriter's inventor, a 
Christopher Sholes, and the 
position of the letters has no 
relationship to their frequency 
of use.
